It is often necessary for a man-of- 


war to communicate with a merchant 
vessel or with some oilier warship be- 
longing to a foreign country. For this 
purpose the international code is also 
carried in the signal chest. These sig- 
nals nre those In general use by all 
Ihc rncrclianl navies of the world for 
communication by day at sea. There 
are eighteen flags and a code pennant 
corresponding to consonants of the 
alphabet, omitting X and '/,. The code 
pennant Is. always used with these sig- 
nals. 


If a message is to be sent at night
